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Abstract 

An advertising golf ball tray is provided of unitary construction positioned on the ground 
next to an Astroturf mat or on the grass to divide a hitting area into specific sections. The 
advertising plaques are integrated into the construction mold and are positioned at an 
angle as to be clearly visible by the golfer.

An advertising golf ball tray comprising, angled plaques that are formed fit 
advertising venues, in which includes a square section specifically designed to 
hold golf balls. 

An advertising golf ball tray as claimed in (1) which includes holes in the square 
ball tray allowing for water to drain effectively from the unit. 
An advertising golf ball tray as claimed in (1) which has two slots cut in the top 
grove of the ball tray section in order to place a small yardage card plaque. 
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
